Dr. Kevin Allen and Dr, Clive Durney both 
attended the meeting of the International 
Association of Dentistry for Children held in 
San Francisco and each has reported on 
different aspects of that meeting. Following 
his return, Dr. Allen presented to the branch 
the paper which he presented in San Francisco 
in which he outlined the varicus treatments 
carried out in his preventive practice over 
an eight year period in terms of a percentage 
of gross income. 


In October, Dr. Jeffrey Wright spoke to the 
branch on two topics. <A short presentation 
dealt with a clinically acceptable product 
"Perra-Cortrel" which he has used an an 
alternative to Ledermix paste. The product 
is apparently very similar in composition to 
Ledermix paste and has the advantage of 
costing $4 per 15 gem tube, compared with 
Ledermix at $12 per 5 gm tube. Dr. Wright 
also described some time he had spent visiting 
the School Dental Service in Tonga. He noted 
its lack of a preventive programme and the 
deficiency of anyone to service equipment 
requiring low maintenance. He expressed his 
own views concerning possible and desirable 
changes which could be made provided that 

the dental staff involved could be persuaded 
that a preventive programme would work. 


The meetings for 1978 are scheduled for the 
last Monday of the month in February, April, 
June, August and October, and will be held in 
the University of Adelaide Club. 


It has been suggested that the October mecting 
might take the form of a two-day session held 
in the Barossa Valley or another suitable 
venue; it is also suggested that the topics

Since the Convention the branch has discussed 
various topics including Child Abuse, the Role of 
Dentists in the Queensland School Dental Service, 
and Preventive Measures practised in a suburban 
practice, 


Mr. Robert Plummer, Director of Children's Services, 
in addition to outlining the general scope of the 
activities of his department, discussed the topic 

of cnild abuse. As it appears that half the number 
of physically abused children had facial or head 
injuries it was felt that the low incidence of 
reporting by dentists could be related to a low level 
of awareness. Questions which arose include: where 


to report e.g. police, children’s services department, 


hospitals, health departments etc. and whether 
reporting should be mandatory. This latter might 
have an unfortunate side effect that pationts might 
avoid seeking dental treatment. The speaker 


particularly indicated that many parents 
guilty of child abuse, made a "cry to 
help" which ought to be recognized by 
dentists. 


The talk on "The Role of the School 
Dental Officer" stressed the importance 
of his leadership in the dental team, and 
his being the person responsible for the 
organization and management of personnel, 
assessment and control of quantity and 
quality of treatment performed by his 
auxiliaries and, most importantly, 
advising and simulating his staff, 
especiaily in the preventive field. 


At another meeting, one of cur members 
outlined the preventive measures he has 
developed in his practice over a long 
period of time, the success he has had 
and their effect on his practice. 


Future planned activities include Eric 
Tolmie addressing the Queensland Branch 
of the A.D.A. at its "clinic day" and
